The Close Up Foundation is a nonprofit, nonpartisan 
educational foundation dedicated to encourage citizen 
involvement in government. Throughout the year, the 
Close Up Foundation conducts a Washington-based 
seminar program that brings high school students, 
teachers, and older Americans to the nation’s capital for 
weeklong, on-site learning experiences. During the 
1989/90 program year, more than 26,000 people will 
have participated in the Close Up Washington experi- 
ence. The Close Up week is built around a series of in- 
site, participatory learning opportunities. Some of the 
activities that our students took part in were: seminars 
with key Washington personalities; daily visits to Feder- 
al institutions and governmental agencies around 
Washington; daily workshops with other students and 
Close Up staff; a bus tour of Washington; social activi- 
ties — including theatre night, a final banquet, and a 
dance; scheduled independent activity time to visit 

sites of interest.
